The program for our May 1955 Meeting is one of the best balanced meetings 
ever to be offered to the Illinois State Dental Society. One of our essayists, Mr.

In 1937 the Illinois State Dental Society had a membership of 3746 
and one paid employe in the office of the Secretary. 

That year our Society rented it’s present office. 463 square feet, 
fifty-eight of which are wasted space due to poor arrangement. 

In 1942 a stenographer was added to the office force. A part time 
Secretary was engaged in 1947. 

Since the hiring of a Secretary, additional duties have been placed 
on the office by almost every administration. It now services an or- 
ganization of 5146 members. 

Every increase in membership and each new task calls for more 
room. Yet there has been no increase in office space in the last eighteen 
years. Some equipment is antiquated and has been on a “make do” 
basis for some time. 

Remodeling, more space, and some new office equipment are crying 
needs. All of this is but one of the many reasons that dues must be 
raised to meet necessary expenses. 


Dr. Daniel Lynch, President of the American Dental Association, reports 
that most of the state societies have budget difficulties. They either have not 
increased their dues or have not been realistic in their raises. 


As this is written, a poll regarding O.A.S.I. is being taken of our members. 
This question has been recurring at our A.D.A. meetings for several years. Now 
it appears certain to come up at our State Meeting next May. YOU SHOULD BE

Dentist-Laboratory Chats

THE THIRD FACTOR 


“It’s strange but true that what was sin yesterday can be done with pro- 
priety today. In most instances it’s a matter of opportunity or convenience. In 
the final analysis, when it’s convenient for enough people to sin, it’s no longer a 
sin, it becomes custom and is accepted as part of our standard code of conduct. 
Once it becomes custom neither the laws of the land or rules of conduct can 
change it. History is replete with attempts of governments and people to keep 
sin confined to the status of sin, but history has yet to record a successful 
attempt.” 

The writer of the above was not moralizing. He was referring to industrial sin 
and the human relations factor in a discussion of “How Markets Are Created.” 

When I first came into this business many years ago, it was a sin to make a 
denture for a patient. It was a sin against professional ethics, moral standards, 
and public health. And because it was a sin on the part of the public, too, an 
illegal market did not exist. 

The dental laboratory was in a sense a non-entity. It existed in an atmosphere 
of peace completely isolated from the public. It enjoyed the respect and the 
general approval of the profession it served. Sin was sin. 

In the intervening years it has become more and more convenient for more 
and more people to sin. Illegal dentistry has moved from the back door to the 
front entrance or carried direct in a home service, and what we do not see is 
probably equal to what is brazenly evident. 

A small segment of the public and illegal dentistry are engaged in establishing 
a “new market.” It has a public opinion, it is without competition, and it is 
unaffected and totally unconcerned with what ethical dentistry and ethical labor- 
atories may do with each other. This is indeed fertile ground for the growth 
of a new enterprise. 

In short the process of time and economics has created an embryo market—a 
competitive factor, a phenomenon new in dental history. As it develops and 
grows it can have serious effect on professional prestige and the ethical labora- 
tory industry. 

The term “market” has more meaning than the word implies. Economically 
we are told “a market is public property since it furnishes a public need, and 
being public property it is held together by and gathers its strength from public 
opinion”; and, “Economics makes no exception to its fundamentals. The power 
of public thinking has always been known and never disputed. To seek excep- 
tion is folly.” 

Conceivably we could run the economic gamut from industrial sin through 
convenience to custom and public opinion to find ourselves confronted with a

of illinois dental advisory committee* 


As chairman of the State Dental 
Committee, I submit this report which 
shows some of the work completed by 
the Advisory Committee during the 
last year, as well as some statistics 
which indicate the volume of work 
which has been accomplished since 
1950. 

The Dental Committee has reviewed 
a total of 1705 cases. A breakdown of 
these cases by priority would be: Prior- 
ity I, 140; priority II, 103; priority III, 
865; priority IV, 597. In other words, 
8% of the total number of cases re- 
viewed here were in priority I, 6% in 
priority II, 50.7% in priority III, and 
35.1% in priority IV. 

We have completed reviewing the 
cases of all dentists within the state 
who are liable for service, beginning 
with the year 1904. As of this date, we 
have only forty-three we consider es- 
sential. The breakdown on these is as 
follows: Teaching—priority I, 1; prior- 
ity II, 1; priority III, 19—making a to- 
tal of twenty-one. The years of birth 
of priority III are as follows: 1905-1, 
1906-2, 1907-3, 1908-5, 1909-3, 1910-2, 
1911-1, 1912-1, 1917-1. 

There are twenty-three men in the 
private practice of dentistry who are 
essential, inasmuch as their services to 
the community are necessary to the 
maintenance of the national health, 
safety, and interest. Their removal 
from the community would leave it 
without dental care. There are one in

priority II and twenty-two in priority 
III. Those in priority III were born 
as follows: 1904-1, 1905-3, 1906-3, 
1907-7, 1908-3, 1909-3, 1912-1, 1917-1. 
As you will note, this committee re- 
viewed 597 priority 1V dental cases. 
These were all Army and Navy reserve 
officers. The reserves requested this 
Committee to determine their status 
so that we would be able to inform 
the Armed Forces as to their availabil- 
ity in the event of total mobilization. 
During this last year, we have again 
reviewed all of our cases in an effort 
to recommend all available where pos- 
sible. This was necessary in order to 
fulfill the needs of the Armed Forces 
with the younger priority III dentists. 
As in the past, a representative of 
the Advisory Committee spoke to the 
graduating dental students prior to 
their graduation in order that they 
might know of their liability for serv- 
ive. We also requested the graduating 
students to fill out our Dental Advisory 
Committee questionnaire, which gave 
us information indicating which men 
were liable for service, and the number 
of veterans. Those liable’ for service 
were informed that the best procedure 
for them to follow was to apply im- 
mediately for commissions and active 
duty, so that they would be enabled to 
accept a commission in the branch of 
service of their choice. They were fur- 
ther informed the Advisory Commit-

tee would not be able to request their 
essentiality in order that they might 
undertake graduate training. The Na- 
tional Advisory Committee requested 
us to process these cases as quickly as 
possible so that these younger men 
would enter service to prevent the call- 
up of the older dentists in priority III. 

The latest special call for dentists 
from Illinois, Call No. 24, was for 
thirty-five dentists to be ordered for 
induction 30 March 1955. When these 
dentists were ordered for induction, 
they were informed they should ap- 
ply for a commission within a reason- 
able time and if they were commis- 
sioned prior to the date of induction, 
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they would not be inducted on 30 
March 1955, but would be ordered to 
active duty during the month of April 
by the Deparment of Defense to which 
they had been alocated. To our knowl- 
edge, all dentists on the call have ap- 
plied for a commission. 

The Doctor Draft is scheduled to 
die on | July 1955. The President has 
asked Congress to extend this draft 
for two years, also extending the Ad- 
visory Committees. As of this writing, 
we have no further data indicating 
whether or not this law will be con- 
tinued. 

This concludes the report of the 
Dental Committee. 












Proposed Resolutions

The first two of these resolutions to amend the Constitution and Bylaws of 
the Illinois State Dental Society were presented at the annual business session of 
the 90th Annual Meeting, May 12, 1954, to be acted upon at the 1955 Annual 
Meeting, in accordance with Article XV of the Bylaws. 

The third resolution was approved by the Executive Council on January 15, 
1954 and referred to the general body for action, but was not presented at the 


1954 annual business session. 


The following resolution to amend 
Article IX, Section 1, of the Bylaws of 
the Illinois State Dental Society:

WHERERAS, increasing costs in operat- 
ing expenses of the Illinois State 
Dental Society involving both per- 
sonnel services and materials have 
interferred with the proper func- 
tioning of the Society, and, 

WHEREAS, in recent sessions of the II- 
linois General Assembly, the Society 
has been called upon to oppose in- 
creasingly large numbers of bills 
which would not serve the best in- 
terests of the dental profession and 
the public, and, 

WHEREAS, it has become necessary for 
the Society to engage in policing 
activity to cause violators of the II- 
linois Dental Practice Act to’ be ap- 
prehended, tried, and _ convicted, 
and, 

WueErEAS, the last increase in the mem-

serious economic problem, i.e., the shifting of one phase of dentistry from the 
dental office to a public market. 

Problems of this nature are not new in our economy. They are known as “‘mark- 
et shifts.” They frequently occur and are as frequently opposed. But they are suc- 
cessfully opposed only when all people affected by the shift join forces to oppose 
them. 

The profession and the ethical laboratories have a common interest and 
concern in the development and growth of a competitive market. The problem 
presented is economic rather than professional. It requires thorough analysis, 
positive approach, and a pattern of procedure designed for a common effort 
and objective. 

The inference is not that this problem has come into being unnoticed. On the 
contrary it has been subjected to thorough analysis. The pattern of approach 
is developed. 

The respective dentist-laboratory relations committees of the Illinois State 
Dental Society and the Illinois Dental Laboratory Association are engaged in 
an extensive study of all economic factors involved. The work of these com- 
mittees with the aid of the American Dental Association’s Council on Dental 
Trade and Laboratory Relations is certain to be effective and fruitful.

the dentist in civil defense* 


To Civil Defense the dentist is an 
important person, and to the dentist 
Civil Defense is an important pro- 
gram — a very inexpensive insurance 
program against enemy attack. And 
dentists, even more so than most of 
the American people, have an essen- 
tial role to play in local Civil Defense, 
which is centered about the family 
and its contribution to industry. 

The American Dental Association, 
through its Subcommittee on Civil 
Defense, has assumed the responsibility 
of providing guidance to its constituent 
dental societies in their efforts to in- 
tegrate dentists within the civil de- 
fense programs at the state and local 
levels. The A.D.A. has agreed to assist 
the Federal Civil Defense Adminis- 
tration program by encouraging these 
societies to cooperate with their own 
state or local civil defense commis- 
sions. 

The activity of the component or 
local society in CD is predominantly 
important, Some suggestions which the 
A.D.A. subcommittee has made in 
regard to this activity are: (1) Develop 
a state-wide CD program through 
component society committees. (2) En- 
courage enrollment and assignment of 
dentists in local civil defense pro- 
grams. (3) Train dentists in civil de- 
fense orientation, basic Red Cross 
First Aid courses, and _ specialized 
training in those fields where they will

be of greatest value in time of an out- 
break of hostilities. 

President Eisenhower, in his Jan- 
uary 1955 State of the Union message, 
stated that “Civil defense responsibil- 
ities primarily belong to the state and 
local governments — recruiting, train- 
ing, and organizing volunteers to meet 
any emergency...” 

But just where does the dentist fit 
into this picture? What special role 
will he play in an emergency? What 
can he do now to prepare for it? 

In the event of an enemy attack, 
the number of people severely injured 
in any direct hit would be so great 
that all available medical and nursing 
services could not even give them 
emergency care. To meet such an 
eventuality, all possible sources of 
auxiliary medical services must be de- 
veloped. 

It is nationally recognized that 
among the various types of auxiliary 
workers available for this work—and 
the preliminary training that is neces- 
sary—the 80,000 dentists of the United 
States constitute a very important 
group. By their basic medical science 
training, their experience in handling 
patients in severe pain, their knowl- 
edge of and experience in using and 
administering anesthetics, narcotics, 
antibiotics, etc., and their association 
with medical men in the treatment of 
disease, they are specially qualified to

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act as assistants to medical men in 
emergency casualty care. They will 
function as “auxiliary surgeons” and 
will be expected to treat burns, shock, 
fractures and contusions in all parts 
of the body, to perform venipuncture 
and administer blood, plasma and 
plasma volume expanders, and to as- 
sist in the care of radiation injuries. 

If dentists are to act in such ca- 
pacities, which are outside their nor-

mal professional services and in which 
they usually have had no practical ex- 
perience, they must have training to 
prepare for such an emergency. This 
training must be before the bomb falls, 
not after. If dentists are to be prepared 
to render these highly important serv- 
ices, they must begin to prepare now. 
This is where the dentist fits into the 
Civil Defense picture; he must pre- 
pare himself to render efficient emer- 
gency medical services in the event of 
a catastrophe. 

How may a dentist obtain such 
training? The first step is learning 
first aid. Because dentists have object- 
ed to taking courses designed for 
people with little or no previous med- 
ical training, the American Red Cross 
has arranged for special courses to be 
given to dental societies and/or groups 
of dentists; these will be taught on a 
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professional level and, whenever pos- 
sible, professional teachers will be 
provided. 

Every Red Cross chapter in the coun- 
try has been notified of this program, 
and they are ready to set up such 
courses whenever the dentists request 
them. All that is needed is for the 
dental society to apply to their local 
Red Cross chapter and ask for such 
special first-aid instruction. If there is 
any difficulty in making satisfactory 
arrangements, it should be reported to 
the Federal Civil Defense Administra- 
tion which will be glad to assist in 
making these arrangements. 

Especially for dentists, the first-aid 
training should be followed by ad- 
vanced instruction in emergency cas- 
ualty care. This may be arranged by 
securing the cooperation of the local 
medical society; usually it will be able 
to supply a qualified teacher for re- 
viewing and demonstrating the meth- 
ods of treating shock, hemorrhage, 
burns, and radiologic injuries. It is 
worth noting, though, that this is 
much easier to teach after the lessons 
of first-aid have been learned. 

Casualty care training may be great- 
ly assisted by the use of the teaching 
models designed by the Navy dental 
staff at Bethesda, Maryland—including 
a synthetic arm containing tubes which 
simulate the vascular circulation. This 
affords the opportunity to practice the 
techniques of venipuncture under al- 
most life-like conditions. It also in- 
cludes a device for teaching blood typ- 
ing, consisting of a small block in 
which test tubes may be inserted. By 
the use of colored fluids and cross 
matching, the methods of determining 
blood types may be taught. 

Other training aides are a_ plastic 
model of the neck for teaching the 
techniques of tracheotomy and an ab- 
domen model which may be used to 
demonstrate methods of controlling 
abdominal bleeding. These have been 
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combined in a life sized realistic moul- 
age of a whole man designed for teach- 
ing casualty care techniques. It is so 
constructed that bleeding from wounds 
in various parts of the body may be 
simulated and controlled under almost 
life-like conditions.

ONLY PEACE-TIME BENEFITS 
NOW AVAILABLE TO VA 


A new note was injected into the 
operation of the Veterans Administra- 
tion outpatient dental program by 
President Eisenhower’s order which 
directed that only peace-time benefits 
will be available to veterans, beginning 
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Februray 1. This order will cause a 
substantial reduction in the extent of 
dental services provided under the pro- 
gram. 

The Eisenhower directive provides 
that only veterans discharged before 
February 1, who served in World War 
II or during the Korean conflict, would 
be entitled to treatment of service-con- 
nected dental defects. Additionally, 
persons now in active military service 
would be entitled to the benefits after 
discharge if there were proof of serv- 
ice-connected dental ailments incurred 
before February 1. Otherwise veterans 
would receive dental benefits only if 
there were proof that the dental condi- 
dition was disabling as well as service- 
connected. 

Observers have pointed out that only 
a small percentage of veterans are now 
receiving care for dental diseases de- 
fined as disabling. 


ILLINOIS VICE-PRESIDENT POST 
FILLED BY LONGENECKER 


Dr. Herbert E. Longenecker, 42-year- 
old dean of the Graduate School at 
the University of Pittsburgh, will be- 
come vice-president of the University 
of Illinois in charge of the Chicago 
Professional Colleges, University Presi- 
dent Lloyd Morey announced recently. 

Longenecker, a biochemist and an 
experienced administrator, will come 
to Chicago by August | to fill the post 
vacant since July 1953, when Dr. An- 
drew C. Ivy was not reappointed to 
it. The new vice-president will be ad- 
ministrative head of the University’s 
Colleges of Medicine, Dentistry, and 
Pharmacy, Graduate College in Chi- 
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cago, School of Nursing, Research and 
Educational Hospitals, Clinics, Insti- 
tutes, and other health science units at 
the West Side Medical Center. 

According to Dr. Francis J. Gerty, 
head of the search committee to name a 
man for the vice-presidency, Longe- 
necker has an important advantage in 
that “he is not a member of any one 
of the professions for which the col- 
leges on this campus prepare candi- 
dates, but has, at the same time, an ex- 
cellent understanding of the aims, im- 
portance and - interrelationships of 
these colleges.” 

Longenecker has been at Pittsburgh 
since 1938, been Graduate School dean 
there since 1946, and has a long record 
of service on national, state, and lo 
cal boards and committees. He was 
educated at Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity (then Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege). He received his B.S. in 1933, 
M.S. in 1934, and Ph.D. in 1936. 


FLUORIDE DENTIFRICES MAKE 
APPEARANCE ON MARKET 


A new round of claims of “thera- 
peutic powers” for dentifrices ap- 
peared in the offing last week as Proc- 
tor and Gamble announced the be- 
ginning of over-the-counter sales of a 
toothpaste containing stannous fluor- 
ide. The test is limited to three cities. 
The dentifrice, called Crest, was ad- 
vertised as containing Fluoristan, 
which Proctor and Gamble described as 
“fluoride in its most effective form.” In 
an article on the new dentifrice, the 
trade publication Advertising Age 
noted that Colgate’s and Block Drug 
Co. were also preparing to market 
fluoride toothpastes. 

“We know of no adequate evidence 
that any dentifrice presently on the 
market is useful in preventing tooth 
decay except as it assists the toothbrush 
in cleaning the teeth,” Dr. J. Roy Doty, 
secretary of the A.D.A. Council on Den- 








tal Therapeutics, reported in response 
to inquiries from trade sources. He al- 
so pointed out that the Council “knows 
of no substitute for fluoridation of 
public water supplies.” 


LOYOLA ALUMNI TO HONOR 
WILLIAM |. McNEIL 


Each year the Alumni Association 
of Loyola University School of Den- 
tistry (C.C.D.S.) selects one of its il- 
lustrious members and declares him 
Annual Alumni Award Winner. This 
year the association has chosen Dr. 
William I. McNeil of the Class of 1914 
for a place in its hall of fame. He has 
belonged to the association for forty- 
one years, having graduated from the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery in 
1914. 

Dr. McNeil is best known profes- 
sionally in the field of partial denture; 
he has taught since 1920 and has been 
head of the partial denture department 
for many years. Just recently he re- 
tired from active teaching. He is still 
on the dental school staff as editor of 
The Bur, alumni publication, and as 
chairman of the Library and Museum 
committees, 

In organizational work Dr. McNeil 
has served as president of both the 
Chicago Dental Society and the Illinois 
State Dental Society; he was also vice- 
president of the American Dental As- 
sociation. During World War II he 
held the responsible and arduous post 
of head of the Procurement and As- 
signment Service for the Chicago area.

tober. Included were sessions in the 
Belgian Congo, Chile, Yugoslavia, In- 
dia, and the Philippines.
